The harvest twine sales season is 


two weeks later than usual, accord- 
ing to officials at the state peniten- 
tiary. Orders for binder twine are 
just now being received. The pri- 
son twine manufacturing plant ex- 
pects to sell 3,000,000 to 3^50,000 
pounds of twine and expects the de- 
mand to be slightly less than last 
year. 


The prices for prison twine are 


standard 11' cents; maailla 12 1-2 
rsnts; pure manilla 13 1-2 cents a 
pound. Prices are higher than last 
year because of an increase in the 
price of raw materials, according to 
Beecher Stnir. Manilla twine sold 
for 9 1-2 cents in 1922.

ISHAZARDOUS 
COURT RULES 


Wife of Fargo Man Killed 
Refused Benefit of Acci­ 
dent Policy 


Dtiving an automobile carrying li­ 
quor at a great rate of speed is de­ 
clared to be a hazardous occupation 
by the supreme court. In denying an 
appeal of Lena Plath to recover in­ 
surance from the Bankers Casualty 
company on account of the death of 
George A. Flath. 
The suit came to. the suprema court 
on appeal from the district court of 
Cass county. Judge A. T. Cole pre­ 
siding. 
Flath had an insurance pol­ 
icy which stated th at his occupation 
waa th a t of proprietor of an aiito ac­ 
cessory business. He was injured on 
August 29, 1920, in an automobile ac­ 
cident and died from injuries. 
The insurance company contested 
claims for losa. 
It declared the de­ 
fendant was engaged in violation of 
law a t the time of accident; th at the 
accident was due to voluntary ex­ 
posure to unnecessary danger; that 
the insured changed his occupation | 
to one classifled ns more hazardous 
than th at stated in the policy. 
Justice W. L. Nucssic, w riting the 
opinion, declared that “It appears to 
us certain that the insured was vio­ 
lating the federal statutes at the 
time the accident occurred in that 
he was engaged in transporting li­ 
quor contrary to law,” and thnt the 
car was being driven at a high rate 
of speed toward Fargo. 
“It ia very certain th at the tran s­ 
portation of liquor contrary to law Is 
an extremely dangerous business," 
said the court, in holding that Plsth 
was engaged in a more 
hazardous 
business than that stated in the pol­ 
icy.

Famous Navajo Paintings 
Safe For Posterity 


r.alfiiti. N. nr., July 17.—The fam ­ 
ous .sand painlinKs of the Navajos 
have been preserved for 
posterity, 
and the old Indian prophc.sy of "The 
Holy Ones,” that when all the sand 
paintings arc forgotten and all re- 
licious chants die out, the 
end of 
the world will 
come, 
can be 
laid 
aside in the minds of those who be­ 
lieve in it, for 
the time 
being, at 
least. 
For the sand paintings have been 
transferred by artists to the wall of 
the Hotel El Navajo, recently dedi­ 
cated here. 
In placing the 
paint­ 
ings on the walls the artists 
were 
particular 
not to 
depart 
in 
the 
slighfcst degree from the 
original 
paintings made by “White 
Singer” 
and other eminent chiefs. 
In the art of the Navajos, 
paint­ 
ing, music, 
the dance, 
poetry and 
the drama arc indivisible 
and all 
are the expression of religion. 
The 
medicine man is high priest, physi­ 
cian, singer, dancer 
and sets 
the 
stage for no mean drama. 
He de­ 
pends upon his memory for 
every 
detail and teaches the cult in turn 
to his followers. 
The legend reads 
that when 
“The Holy Ones” 
gave 
the ceremonies to man, the priest* 
were enjoined to memorize them and 
destroy 
the 
originals. 
This 
was 
done, not only to avoid their falling 
into s.acriligcous hands, but princi­ 
pally. to write them on the hearts of 
living men. 
They were therefore made in col­ 
ored sand and destroyed the same 
day. they were 
made. 
Thus 
both 
paintings and charts passed on from 
generation to generation, 
changing 
gradually and many of them fading 
from the memory of even the oldest 
priests. 
Thus many Indian medicine 
men 
were culled upon to assist in 
fu r­ 
nishing the true paintings that re­ 
mained in their memories, and these 
were-checked by Sam Day, Jr., of St. 
Michaels, an 
authority on 
Navajo 
customs, who contrU>uted the 
ori­ 
ginals of the paintings and superin­ 
tended the work, so th at no detail 
was ■ overlooked. 
These 
paintings, 
all of the Sacred Rituals ot the .Na­ 
vajo, are not 
intended to be 
pic­ 
torial, but every figure, eveiy line 
and every dot is a symbol. 
By the 
use of symbols only, their 
painter 
priests appealed to th i imagination 
and the heart. 
One of the most prized paintings 
adorning the walls of El Navajo is 
th at of “Nayenczgani, The Man Who 
Killed Fear.” 
It is a sand painting 
of peculiar sncredness to the Nava­ 
jo and has>bcoit made but 
rarely.

l’i>rtland, Ore., July 17.—U .'S. S. 
Ori'goii, famous veteran of the seas, 
is being prepared to settle here into 
her iinal berth in the W illiamette 
River. 
, 
She will be towed in amid colonul 
fornialitics 
from 
the 
Bremerton 
(Wash.) navy yard, to remain here 
as an historic m e.forial of her glo­ 
rious past. 
, 
After some 27 years of active ser­ 
vice in the U. S. Navy, this battle­ 
ship, witli one of the flncst records 
of aehicvcnicnts in naval history, has 
been “loaned” to the slate of her 
nome hy the federal- government. 
When next Congress convenes, the 
legislature is expected to transfer the 
ship permanently as an historic gift 
to the state of Oregon. 
The Oregon will be remembered for 
her remarkable dash from San Fran­ 
cisco, around 
Cape 
Horn to Key 
West -a distance of 14,706 miles— 
to join Admiral Schley’s flqet in Cu­ 
ban waters. 
She was 
the 
Pacific 
fleet's finest then, having been com­ 
missioned only two years previously. 
After her 68-day trip through the 
Straits of Magellan, she helped rout 
Admiral Ccrvera’s fleet. 


It was this prolonged run around 
South America that clinched the a r­ 
gument for the necessity of building 
the Panama Canal, and aifording a 
short cut from coast to coast. 
' 
H er last oflicial duty was to act as 
reviewing ship in I'JlOi when the Pa- 
,eific fleet passed before President 
Wilson in Puget Sound. 
When 
the 
W ashington 
disarm a­ 
ment conference decided on scrap­ 
ping parts of the world’s navies, the 
Oregon was listeil for the junk. heap. 
But California, W ashington and Ore­ 
gon stepped in with bids to save the 
ship as a memorial. Oregon won the 
honor on condition th at the ship be 
maintained by the state. 
It is costing the federal govern­ 
ment n little more than $14,000 to re­ 
furnish the Oregon at the Bremerton 
navy yard, although only so far as 
her appearance is concerned. 
S h e ! 
is so disabled mcrhanically th at she 
will have to be towed into Portlann 
harbor. 
This, it is expected, will 
take place about September. 
The last Oregon legislature has al­ 
ready appropriated $15,000 for the 
battleship’s upkeep. 
This is expect­ 
ed to be th ^ annual appropriation for 
its maintenance.

Jansky points to the tendencies that 
cause him to make this prophecy. 
The.sc he puts into three classes. 
First,die says, there is the expense 
of installation and operation which 
already has caused many stations, 
oxiginally erected mainly for aclf- 
advertising purposes, to suspen<| op­ 
erations. 
“The value Ot broadcast­ 
ing for such purposes Is. only tem ­ 
porary,” he wfitea, ‘iand this value 
is hardly commensurate with the ex­ 
pense of installation and operation.” 
Second, more and more difficulty 
is being experienced in getting su it­ 
able m aterial for broaocasting. 
“Many broadcasting stations,” he 
says, “started out .at a pace which 
was certain to leave them gasping 
within a short time.

GOVERNOR PREUS DEFEATED 
. 
The election of Magnus .lohn.son, Farmer-Labor candi­ 
date, to take the .seat in the Unitetl Stales Senate made 
vacant by the death of Senator Knute Nelson will not raise 
I he intellectual level of “the greatest deliberative body in 
the world.” Mr. John.son is not, by training or proven capac­ 
ity, to be ranked as a senator of great ability. The election 
)1 Mr. Johmson will add strength to the radical bloc of Robert 
\1. l-a Folletle and to the extreme “progressives” through­ 
out the nation. 
Mr. Johnson goes into the United State.s Senate with the 
charges made that while a director of the Equity (Coopera­ 
tive Exchange he .sanctioned a private pool which had the 
elfect of turning profits from farmers into the iiockets of 
a few men not satisfactorily answered. 
It is somewhat of 
a surprise to believe that a great bloc of farmers would en­ 
trust an important office to one who failed to serve them 
in the capacity in which he was placed by them in the Equity 
organization — for if not conscious of any wrong-doing he 
at least must share the blame for the mismanagement of the 
Equity which put it into receivership. 
That Governor Preus defected many votes by the uncer­ 
tainty of action he displayed immediately after Senator Nel­ 
son’s death is unquestioned. 
It appeared that he was to 
resign the Governor’s chair to be appointed senator, but 
later he called a special election. 
In this action, he acted 
upon the legal advice of the state’s attorney-general. 
Hesi­ 
tancy of decision is usually dangerous to any in high office. 
But in calling an election in the face of a legal doubt which 
may have made it unnecessary. Governor Preus displayed 
a .straightforwardness which deserves commendation. 
In 
setting the election on July 16, he lost many thou.saftd votes 
because of the absence of adherents on vacation and the 
fact that the absent voter’s ballot can not be Used in special 
elections. 
The majority of the successful candidate, however, ap- 
]f irs at this writing to be so large than the election cannot 
be ascribed to factionalism or other defections. 
It can only
